The Sera Bail. 

Tbe trip down streain wu tlowl; made; the tide wu rannlng 
In etrong, and we hogged the ahore to avoid the rapid correnU. 
The mlat had rUen from the river, and all natore waa bathed in

place In the marahea, or hopped and chattered, feeding, among 
the wild oata. Tbe ortolan or reed birda aped with their familiar 
clink, clink, and quick, aprlnglog flight over our heada—tbe 
somber awamps seemed lit op with a amlle where the sunlight 
glinted on tbe trees far back In their recesses. Tbe houaee stood 
high and bold upon their greensward jarda, and tbe cattle and 
geese were on the water’s edge, where all had been darkness and 
silence when we passed before. As we poled along past a piece 
of woods that overhung the water, Evans said, “ Now you can 
git a squrl ef yon looks sharp.” d did look sharp with all 
my might, but what were my looks betide the keen search of tbe 


pected. The beat spot In tbe state for sora shooting Is at Aiken’s 
marsh, where Median’s army once quartered. At certain sea¬ 
sons one would Imagine that McClellan’s army bad returned and 
bis whole skirmish line waa hotly engaged once more. Occasion¬ 
ally things take a decidedly warlike turn, for In tbe excitement 
of tbe spor^one gentleman sticks the skin of another gentleman 
full of ahot, and thereupon the other gentleman retaliates In kind 
or makes the air bins and sulphurous with phrases not found In 
the constitution of any Toung Men’s Christian Association. 

The morning was well advanced when we reached our destina¬ 
tion ; It was almost too warm and bright for the best of sport. 
As we psssed along the higher portions of the marsh, Evans, to 
ascertain the prospects, raised his paddle and gave a vigorous 
slap with Its flat side upon the water. At once arose from every 
direction the voices of the rail; “ klok-klck-klck-klck-klck-kl-kl- 
kl-kl-kl,” resounded on every side. 

” Ahl dey’s here; I know^ dey was here by dis time, do I 
ain’t bln here dls year befo’,” said be as he laid away tbe paddle, 
doffed bis coat, and prepar^ to handle hia shoving pole. 

” Now, lawyer. Jest stao’ right up In de head and kinder give 
In yer knees when we gits to tough places, and I think we’U have 
fun alive befo’ de tide goes down.” We soon reached a loyr 
place In the marsh, and the head of the boat waa shoved Into the 
grass with a rushing, scraping sound. .

“ Dar be, dar he, shoot him,” said he, as we came by a large 
hickory. In vain he directed my puzzled vision until remem¬ 
bering he said he wanted to “ shoot one of them new-fashioned 
guns,” 1 banded him the weapon, and we soon had the little 
nut cracker In the skiff. We reached the railroad bridge Just 
before the train for Richmowd passed, and stopping at White 
House depot, dispatched our ducks to their destluation It was 
too late to return to the house for breakfast, so we forged along 
to Sharpley’s, content with a supply of ginger-cakes bonght at 
tbe little store. 

On our passage down,Evans told me much that was Interesting 
as to tbe coming and going of the sora rail. This little bird makee 
Ha flrst appearance In tbe marshes about the 1st of September, 
sometimes later. Whence It comes baa puzzled the ornitholo¬ 
gists, and Is, I believe, still a disputed question with them. With 
tbe common folks the mystery of their appearance, their appar¬ 
ent feebleness of flight when among us, and tbe suddenness of 
their entire dlsappearance,b*ve given rise to all sorts of fantastic 
notions. 

They are generally first disooyered In the morning. In great 
numbers, not a bird having been seen the evening previous, or 
St any time since tbe previous Fall. When they flrst appear they 
are poor, and the marsh grasses being still green and vigorous, 
they are very dlfflcult of access. By tbe time tbe grasses are 
sere, so that on tbe high tides boats can be shoved through them, 
the sora are as fat as blubbers, and more highly esteemed as a 
table delicacy than any bird which finds Its way to our market, 
tbe partrldgs and woodcock not excepted. In the height of the 
season It Is not an uncommon sight to see tbe marketmen upon 
the streets with Immense hampers of sora In bunches of a down, 
bung around tbe edge, or with long poles over which are bung 
tbe little wretches, and they sell them from a dollar and a half 
to forty cents a down, according as they are scarce or plentiful; 
fur sell them they must, as they become tainted more rapidly 
than any bird I ever saw. 

What are known as “ paddled ” birds command the highest 
prices, because they have no shot In them. In the height of the 
season, when the flood-tide makes at night, two men will go out 
In a boat provided with Ughtwood, a pole with an Iron basket at 
tbe end, a paddle and a shoving pole; no gun is necessary. Tbe 
flambeau is put In tbe bow leaning forward so as to drop the tur¬ 
pentine Into the water as It burns. One man shoves, tbe other 
stands forward to feed the light and paddle the birds. Tbe per¬ 
fect stupidity with which tbe little creatures, blinded and bewil¬ 
dered, run right toward the boat, or alt looking and tilting their 
little tails until they are smacked over with the paddle, la In¬ 
credible. Of course It Is no sport, but It Is bread and meat to 
many a poor fellow, no less acceptable than were the quails of 
tbe scriptures to the wanderers In the desert. Tbe birds do not 
flock at all. Every bird must be gathered singly, unless, as la 
tbe case when they are very abonduit, two or three croes your 
sights. The numbers annually shot and paddled In our nuu^ee 
are beyond oomputatloo. I have known Delaware and Evans 
Brsdby In one night, killing tingle birds, to paddle over three 
hundred. 

On one occasion. It being an overcast day (for bright sunlight 
rather drives them In the high thickly matted grasses) I went 
toto the marsh, at Aiken’s Landing on James river with three 
friends and our scores were respecUvely as follows; J. Q., 177; 
I. W., 178; J. F., SOB and 18 teals; W. H. (muzzle loader), 188. 
Total, 879. One would Imagine that slaughter Ilka this would 
have Its affect In exterminating tbe bread, for these flgnies are but 
•amples of many others, but In all sincerity, I have never per- 
oelvad any appradable diminution In the birds. They do not 
breed bec^ and return each season In swarms as danse as If a gun 
had never been flied at them. In appaarenca tbasorsfeU Is a&rk 
thestnnt on the back of bead and neck, with bright yellow MU, 
the forepart of the neck being of a tight bluish c^r as la also the 
Buff and belly. The back feathers are leUevad by whitish bars, 
the head Is small, the bill rather short, straight and polntad, the 
•ys round, clear and bright, the laU short and turned upward as 
the bird alts or runs, but downward as he Use; ths wings short 
and Ught and very close lying to the body, the legs long and thin, 
the feet dMIcale. Tbs little erea tu rss swim very wall, although 
M web-footed. Held up by ths bin, the Mid hiu a laing rakisb 
hioh. Long neck, smeU be^, thin flat body, io^ .legs, or as he 
Bt*a with onlatrsiehed neck, a^ hanglag la^ hs has dm same 
*t*h-sldadlook that beloop to the whole raU family; but, on the 
pound, whan he all* trig and tries, with neck dinwa la, with 
head sst jauntily eysing ths iutruder, with his lltUs saaey tall 
turned high In air like a wren’% bobMagaad tilting with lap half 
Nuaitlng. hsUas neat a UUIs specluisn of aatnie’s handiwork as 
one woiiM daalra to look upon.

Bqnlbs are provided lor this shooting. That Is to say two 
drams of powder and three-quarters of an ouuce of shot, for a 
13-bore gun. Well wadded. It Is surprising to see the power of 
such charges. We had not progressed far when I saw a sora 
daintily tipping through the we^s, and involuntarily op went the 
gun. ” HI I ” said my companion, ” you call yourself a sports¬ 
man and going to shoot sora on de ground I ’’ Tbe rebuke waa 
but too just Ere time sulDced for reply up rose another, and 
with awkward, flapping flight he was widening tbe distance be¬ 
tween ns rapidly, when the deadly missiles dropped him lifeless 
In tbe stream. '* Dat’s btsneaa,” said Evans, with sn air of sat¬ 
isfaction. ” Stick to dat and we’ll load de boat” The flrst bird 
was so easily found that I quite forgot the perfect identity of all 
portions of tbe marsh and llkitbood of losing tbe spot where tbe 
bird falls. A few more of his shove, shove, shoves, and a few 
more of my give, give, gives In the legs, and tbe birds began to 
rise in rapid succession. Killing them was an easy matter, pro¬ 
vided the alert boatman saw the bird in time to stay his force in 
shoving so as to steady the boat, but now and 
then a lurch or snatch threw off the sight, and the 
shot went spattering far beyond the lucky bird, or plunged 
into tbe grass and mod below. Whenever Evans marked the 
spot where a bird fell we were almost sure to get him. When¬ 
ever we had several down be had recourse to a number of small 
billets of wood which be would throw with great precision to the 
places he had marked, and then gather bl^ and billets at tbe 
same time; but when In hurried shooting, ss was very often the 
case, I was compelled to designate the spot, he being engaged 
marking other birds, ridiculous wss the Inaccuracy of untrained 
sight and many the losses ensuing. He would mark by a crooked 
1^, or a small clod of earth, or a little twig, and once marked, 
no matter how many changes of position occurred, there wss 
seldom any difficulty about the locality. Sometimes a wounded 
bird would dive and be lost entirely to sight for many moments. 
Evans would stand motionless, peering over tbe side, watching 
with the eye of a lynx. "Let him ’lone, be dun dive and 
caught bold de grass. Be up presently.” llien would come a 
quick whack with the paddle and the little fellow, who bad only 
stuck up the tip of bis MU for a little air, would float up to the 
surface, be UfM on Evans’ psddle and dumped Into the pile of 
victims that lay amidships. Thus we proceeded, biszing away 
right and left, and fliling the basket. I wss throwing up the gun 
at a sora when Evans exclaimed, " Qlve me de gun a mlnlt.” 
I banded It inquiringly to him and saw him stoop low for bis 
aim and fire. " I raked three that time sure,” said he as be put 
tbe boat about. In another Instant a large bird rose from the 
grass and I missed him. "Pity, pity,” said be, "dat’s a king 
sore.” 

“ What do you call a king sora, Svatul'' 

" Taint nothin’ but a big sora, two or three times as large as 
the otbera.” 

We watched tbe bird and saw It settle in the grass a hundred 
yards or so distant, and bending our eourae thither, bounced It 
again, with better luck this time, for be dropped at the flash of 
the gun. 

As to the sdentlflc details of the king sora’s structure, 
habits, and claaslflcatlon, I refer tbe reader to Audubon 
and WUsoo. All I can say of him Is, that he ap¬ 
pears to be tbe "big brother” of tbe little feUows and not 
more than one Mg brother is found In a very large famUy of tbe 
small boys. Crossing the creek from one piece of marsh to 
another we roused a peculiar looking object that half flew and 
half paddled away from us with oooaiderable commotion, the 
lea seemlsg to propel It by paddling in tbe surface as It sMmmed 
a few Inches above tbe water. This tmw acquaintance was like¬ 
wise saluted and soccuiabad to the mUd persuasions of our 
Oreener. “ Wail, Evens, what’s thatl” “ Dat’s a blue pnUet. 
Taln’t much account tor eaUn' 'oept you skin him and let him 
trersa.” This bird wbau held up looks owre like a pop bottle 
than any other object to which I can liken It The head and 
MU la not unlike tbe sora, the eyea are bright red; tbe wings 
are very Inslgnlfloant affairs, and the legs short, whUe the feet 
are half webbed, by flanges on elthar side of the toes. Tbs 
slsarttsr ol the InaoceaU coaUnued with unsbated vigor until 
the tast-reesding waters warned ns that we most hasten to deep 
water or be left high and dry. Now and then the sport was 
dlvarslflad by a king sore, a blue pullet, or a sags heron giving 
ns a shot That sage hwon la a bird of most exceUent flavor, 
balag aaaily the same If not Identical with the bird which In the 
Mdan Urns waa pursusd with tbs falcon. On this occasion I 
bagged a flue speM men wMch I took home, and after preparing 
It oarafuUy, spUtttng sad brotllng It, It waa aa deUdons a morsel 
aa ever want on the table, and lai^ enough for two persons. 

The mid-day dock shooUng proved almost a failure In Its re- < 
tuna, but waa aot one parthde leaa fascinating In the silent 
commualoa with oaton whiah It afford^ As we gilded aUently 


up one ol those now sunlit creeks where no sound disturbed 
the solemn stillness we were once aroused by the familiar clock, 
clock, cluck of the wild turkey, which had taken alarm at our 
approach, and Evans springing to bis feet saw two disappear In 
the undergrowth with silent, stealthy tread, but beyond tbe range 
of his " Betsy Baker,” as be loved to call bis weapon. 

We were disappointed In the evenIng-tIde. It was not full 
until sundown and even then not very high. Tbe constant toil 
which bad occupied ns from four in the morning began to tell, 
and wo were very wlUIng to bend our course homeward before 
tbe ebb-tide set in strong. 

Aa we paddled homeward through Cumberland thoroughfare 
tbe evening glow of tbe Indian Sommer filled tbe world around 
us with that rich, mellow light that brings thoughts of peace and 
rest, and quiet Along tbe shores the cattle trudged, quietly re¬ 
turning from their watering, and now and then the tinkle of a 
cow-bell, or far-off sound of fire-arms where the ardent sports¬ 
man still pursued bis victims, alone broke the solemn atlllneae 
of tbe scene. Evans once more bent to the oar, and aa we sped 
homeward, leaving a gleaming, rippling wake behind, he waked 
the echoes of the forest with one of those weird aeml-rellglous 
negro melodies so familiar to the resident of the South. 

Darkness had settled over tbe face of nature when be once 
more dragged tbe little skiff to her accustomed place and made 
her fast. Tbe round full moon was beginning to appear from 
behind tbe ragged tree-tops of tho swamp. And as we bent our 
conrse, hui.gry and tired, toward the little cabin with Its curling 
smoke, I could not help feeling a deep sense of gratitude for a 
day laden with so much of Innocent, healthy, vigorous, manly 
enjoyment. True, sora shooting was a murderous sort of busi¬ 
ness. and little skill waa Necessary to bag them, but It took pluck 
and staying quality to stand to tbe guns from four a. m. to six 
p. m., and what better could a fellow do at that season of the 
year! Tho birds were soon strung. A little wing-feather run 
through tbe nostrils of six and tied In the sailors’ flat-knot made 
beautiful bunches. Nine dozen and eight made a grand showing 
for Tom Cooke as we trudged proudly through the town And 
last but not least. It was a great joy to think over tbe names of 
those who could not afford to buy sora, and send them a dozeu 
with a kind message. 

Ah I brother sportsmen, let those who call us heartless for 
slaughtering tbe game, and merciless In our pursuit of it, but 
think how much pleasure the true sportsman can bring to the 
home of tbe poor, or the bedside of the sick. If be but has a heart 
In him, and It will be seen that the balance la not all on one 
side. 


Force of Powder—Coarse vs. Fine.

Editor Cbiozoo Field In the Cbicaoo Field of February 
7, Is a communication from J.W.Long and “Boatou,’’ which I have 
read with satisfaction, but Boston remarks, " That the powder 
used. No. 2 (coarse-grained) gave nine per cent. mor« forct and 
<00 per enU. more recoil than No. 3 (liner) powder in Ihi averagt. 
Now, the trial teaches us differently. Is this a mistake of his or a 
printer’s mistake,or did be use a different make of powder! The 
numbers differ at any rate. But the powder teat at the trial 
shows Just the opposite, except In tbe six-gauge gun. In which 
the coarse powder gave better penetration than the fine; with 
this exception, tbe rule was tbe coarse powder gave better pat¬ 
tern and Imi penetration, and also Uu recoil. Now, how does 
be make this difference! It can't be that the trials are 
wrong. It can’t be that I have looked at it wrongly, 
for you say in the explanation of the trials, " In the No. 6 gauge 
gun, alone, tbe No. 8, or coarser powder, gave superior penetra¬ 
tion to the No. 1, or fine powder, which Is to be attributed, doubt¬ 
less, to the fact that In the six gauge, the surface being larger, 
the powder burns more rapidly than in tbe smaller gauges, and 
for tbe same reason the fine powder burns too rspidly. In pat¬ 
tern the superiority of tbe coarse powder was even more marked 
with this gun.” 

So it seems to me that there most be some mistake In that 
particular. He advises the use of coarse powder, and Mr, 
Van Dyke does not advise any particular size, but says It depends 
on the length snd gauge of the gun. Nault, In the same paper, 
recommends coarser powder than la generally used In medium 
sized guns. 

Qentlemen, there Is something sboot this powder business 
that we don’t understand. More seems to depend on tbe size 
and length of the goo than Is generally supposed. Mr. Long says 
In bis ’’ Wild Fowl Shooting,” " I am not so partlculsr about 
the size of the grain. If It is only uniform and even, but where 
I commence the season’s shooting with a size, I dislike to change 
to another. FFQ Is certainly fine enough for any one, and 
FFFO la unfit for use in a shot-gun.” 

I am not very opsd nor have 1 had very much experience, but 
from what I know of dock shooting if a man will follow Mr. 
Long’s directions be can kill ducks If he will hold his goo straight. 
It Is one of the neatest and most tasty books I have seen for 
sometime. 

I hope Mobswk will enjoy himself and lay In a store of health 
which will last him for yoars to come. 

I, like Mr. Van Dyke, would like to see the different sized 
powders tried In different gauge and length guns. It seems to 
me that some of tbe gun factories might make such an experiment 
very cheaply, as they have all the different lengths and ganges, but 
they don’t seem Inclined to favor os, either with their views or 
what they know. I would like to know if there Is a cerUIn 
length of barrel for each gangegun governed by the performance, 
or If tbe length Is governed by convenience! Barro.

creek, that runs Into the Susquehanna, over yonnder, a regular 
trout stream, and they halnt ^t any net-wo k on their aides like 
what you calls pickerel, nor no white spots like the Mg pike. 
They never get to be over seven Inches long, and they are jnat 
like the other fellows only they got black bars, small ones and 
plenty on ’em, on Ihelr aides runnln’ up and down. Now what 
be tbeyl” 

“ Only young ones," said Tom who always speaks before 
thinking. 

” No," replied A., “ I think they are distinct and that the pike 
family has as lesst four representatives In America, Including the 
rotscallonge. How Is this, Xl" 

The Individual addressed replied: ’’ There may be seven or 

eight species In America, although as Daddy says there Is bnt 
one In Europe. The Ash which Daddy describes Is the ' banded 
pickerel,’ ’mud-pike’ or'trout pickerel,’ Btox anurieaxu* of 
Omelln. It has been described by different authors under differ¬ 
ent names, thns. It Is Identical with the B. fateiatut of De Kay 
and the ’ mackerel-pike, B. tcotnberiut of Mitchlll." 

’’ Let’s see,” mused Tom, “ how was that about scales on the 
cheek. I know that you said something about it bnt I’m a 
tinner If I remember Just wbat It was." 

" Well, pay attention now tbla time and remember tlie rule," 
replied X., “ Tbe less scales about the head the better the fish. 
There are three or four small species, inhabiting different water 
theds, which never grow large, and It la not worth while to enter 
Into their sctentlBc distinctions', these mostly have scales on the 
cheek and opercle, and so does the one whl^ we had here the 
Srst night, the ‘ green pike,’ or reticulated pickerel, B. rcffcalatwa, 
he wltb the black net-work on his sides, which sometimes reaches 
t weight of three or four pounds. This fish Is plentiful on the 
Atlantic slope and Is found to some extent In the Qreat Lakes, 
and occasionally In the Ohio and other tributaries of tbe Mlssls- 
lippl. Next comes the pike, or lake pike, he with the oval white 
spots on Its greyish sides, B. ladas, which hss scales on the 
cheeks but none on tbe lower.half of the opercle, or gill cover; 
snd then the noblest Roman of them all, tbe maacallonge, B. 
xuAlhor, without scales on the lower half of either cheek or opei^e. 
Surely, this Is not hard to remember.” 

*' What Is the maacallonge, or muscallonge, or however It Is 
called) ’’ asked Jack. 

’’ To your question as to bow It la called, which would also 
include the proper spelling of It,’’ answered X., “ I prefer to say 
that, although I have been looking It up for a long time 1 am not 
prepared to make a definite reply. There are perhaps a doaen 
vsys to spell It and about half as many different derivations given 
by sporting writers. Herbert (frank forester), who Is often 
quot^ by anglers as authority on fishes, waa very poor author¬ 
ity Indeed, aa be waa not much of an angler, garbled his natural 
I Utory from various sources, and was not sufficiently Informed 
to Judge of the relative value of his authors; be ^vea an Ingeni¬ 
ous derivation of tbe popular name, tracing It to Matiiue aUongt, 
ahlchls Canadian Freni^ for long-face; this Is very pretty, bnt 
Its accuracy Is more than doubtful." 

’’ He says that the lower Jaw Is toothless In tbe anterior por¬ 
tion," remarked tbe veteran angler A., “ and I have looked 
them over many times snd have failed to observe this." 

“It Is hard to observe what does not exist," said X; “the 
teeth referred to are small In comparison with tbe great ones 
sbich arm tbe side of the Jaw in the middle portion, bnt they 
•re there, nevertheless. Tbe best mark by wbl^ to distinguish 
the mascallunge, masklnonge or mukinauga from tbe great 
pike Is that the latter has small scales on the lower half of the 
cheek, for colors may, and do, vary, often the masklnonge has 
so spots of any kind. Its sides being perfectly plain, greyish to 
a darker and perhaps greener tint on tbe back, and again It will 
be well marked with black spots on tbe sides.” 

" This seems to be something definite at last," said A. “ I 
bare been looking at forester’s plates of pike and maacallonge 
aa well as at his cots of their bea^ and have never been able to 
get an Idea of the differences before." 

“ It Is not by any means a newly-discovered rule," said X. 
“ Ichthyologists have known It, and published It for yean, but 
If you follow Herbert as an au^ority you will get worse befogged 
Ulan when yon started to. Did yon ever try to distinguish the 
black basses by bis descrlptlonst"

The Salbling.—(SmliBo MUvellnns.) 

This flab which Is attrutlng some attention In America and 
may toon be Introduced here, la the subject of the following ar¬ 
ticle by Mr. H. Haack, Director of the Imperial Fiab-cnltnral Es¬ 
tablishment at Huningen In Germany, which we translate from 
circular No. fi, of the DntlscAs Fiiehent Vtnin, of Dee. 81, 1879. 
After giving tbe local names of tbe flab u aalbling, salbling*, 
litter t, roUiell, rotbforelle I and schwarxrenterl, whUe lo Btem- 
berger lake It Is called lacbsl; be uys: 

“ Tbe ulbllng belongs to the great salmon family and Is almost 
exclusively a dweller lo the dmp lakes of the Alpine region. It 
remains In them during the whole Sommer, generally during the 
warmer portion of tbe year In the deeput parts, only leaving 
them at tbe approach of tbe spawning season, which, u a rule. Is 
In the months of November and December. 

The depth In which tbe aalbling easts Its spawn Is extremely 
variable, being In Laku Zngei and Aegeri In Swluerland, at a 
depth of from five to six hundred fut; In ^hlel lake it always 
suka a depth of from sixty to eighty fut for the ut of spawn¬ 
ing, while In Tegern, HIntern and Fnschler laku It spawns u 
near the banks that Its dorsal fin stands out of tbe water. 

In Its outward appearance the salbling much reumbles tbe trout 
except that Its pectoral fins are consltterably larger. The color 
of Its back is a grayish blue, tbe sidu furnished with numerous 
yellowish spots to the belly; the male Is especially brilliant during 
tbe spawning period, being colored a handsome orange shading 
Into a deep red, and at this time Is undoubtedly our handsomest 
fish. The dup red belly, tbe reddish colored fins with their sharp 
border of white making It truly a highly ornamental fish. 

Tbe slu to which tbe ulblings grow In the different laku Is 
quite singular. In Zuger lake, perhaps tbe richut In ulblings, 
they are uldom caught of large slxe, of uy 100 grammes (a trifle 
over thru and a half ounces) to that u a rule It takes from five 
to eight to make a [German] pound. In lakes Starnberger, Gen- 
fer and Konig they are often taken of fifteen to twenty pounds, 
and In Genfer lake especially they are large, often residilng a 
alxe of thirty pounds. 

As long u tbe ulbllng Is small It Is essentially a feeder upon 
Insects, but u It gets larger It feeds, like the trout, princIpMly 
upon fishes, and In lake Genfer tbe salbling Is as voracious u the 
l^e trout. Tbe flesh of the ulbllng la everywhere very highly 
esteemed, even more highly than that of tbe brook trout. It Is 
to be deplored that tbe principal catch of this noble flab takes 
place during tbe spawning time, first, becauu the fish In some 
laku are not taken at any other time, and becauu tbe aalbling 
caught In the warmer portion of the year diu aa soon u It 
la brought Into tbe upper and warmer part of tbe water. In Ba¬ 
varia and Austria they endnvor, therefore, to capture the salbling 
when about to apawn, at which time their flesh la more uvory 
than that of anv other fish; they are then placed In cold spring 
poods snd fed upon tbe fish of wortbleu species, flub, etc. 

This fish Is widely distributed In Middle Europe (It Is found In 
most of tbe laku of Upper Austria, Tyrol, Salxkammerguts, Ba¬ 
varia and Switserland), yet little of Its life history Is utlsfactorily 
known. Our grutest Investigator, von Slebold, made no differ¬ 
ence betwun Satmo soImUiim and Salmo winMo, pronouncing 
them to be tbe same fish of which Heckel and Kuer had made two 
uperate speclu. 

The grut depths In which tbeu fish live during the greatest 
part of tbe year prevents a clou observance of them, which, with 
tbe sbortneu of the time In which they are uught lo most lakes, 
are the principal causu of our limited knowledge of their bablla 

Later Invutlgatlons have shown that In the hottest Summer In 
the month of July, large salblings, full of ripe spawn, were 
uught, tbe eggs t^en from them and artificially Impregnated 
and hatched. [Commnniutlon from tbe mayors of Wlspaner- 
Traunsteln.] In Genfer lake also the large salblings spawn lo 
tbe months of March and April; unfortunately I have not re¬ 
ceived from that place any notice mentioning a tingle Instance 
In which Impregnated eggs have bun uved. 

The colture of tbe ulbllng la easier than that of mut other 
salmonldas. It Is better able to withstand the dluasu of youth 
than either tbe trout or the salmon, tbe lou during the period of 
the absorption of tbe sac being next to nothing. For pond cul¬ 
ture tbe salbling Is a very exullent flab, and certainly greater 
results will follow the culture of theu fish In ponds. It always 
requlru tbe cleanest and purest spring-water of a tolerably even 
tempsratore; tbe hatching and rearing of the young can be dona 
In s^ng-water, which should never be above 13° lo 18° R 
(69° toei° Fahr.),lf ltUblghar,thesatlrelotof flahwUldleina 
very shost time. The salbling Is therefore not at all fitted or 
snltabla for brooks or rivers, nor even for laku which ate shal¬ 
low or of small extent. Tbe laku must have such a depth that 
tbe outer warmth has no Influence upon the temperature below. 

Tet another point for tbe successful cnltnre of the salbling la 
necessary to be observed. Throughout their entire sojourn In 
the very deeput pools of tbe lake the salbling Is entirely beyond 
protection; then thestrnggle forextatenu be^ns, where no other 
Bshu have tbe power to follow them exupt the friendly 
ooregont Tbe sMblIng becomes, therefore, a prey to voracious 
flshu Immediately, unleu man can keep It through Its younger 
days In other wat^ and then transp^ It. I can therefore 
only reoommeud that the salbling be krat for tbe first two or 
three years In good spring-water pooda. Here they must be fed 
with living foo^ If possible, so that anything like taming Is 
avoided. The salbling with rIA and plentiful food msku an 
UBoommonly quick growth, and at three years of age un reach 
a weight of two pounds, a^ sveu mereq at which else It hat 
esup^ a great number of Ita snemlea. Therefore. If one wtsbu 
to plant^he salbling In Its youth be must not treat It in tbe sasM 
mtnuar u the young trout, lu tbe shallow brook; they most be 
distributed over the grsatast depths of the lake and there com- 
mlttsd to the water. Aoeordlng to my provloos exparteneu I 
cannot promlaa the gteataat lesiutta la all such cases

Spilt Bamboo Rods. 

Nbwxbb, N. J. 

Editob Cbicaoo Fnuj>:—^Tbat the split bamboo r^ Is tbe 
best for any or all angling pnrpous Is now pretty generally ad¬ 
mitted, though I often meet with thou who dispute It, and swear 
by the recital of wonderful utebu of many and big flab by ash, 
lancewood and grunheart—, that the latter unnot be buten. I 
have only to ask theu gentlemen to try for one day a six-ounce 
spilt bamboo against a rod of any other material of the same 
proportions,which would be at leut thru ouncu heavier. Tour 
aching back and wrist would uttle the matter beyond dispute. 

Split bamboo rods are now made for all sorts of angling. The 
eighteen or twenty-fut salmon, tbe eight to ten-fut striped 
ba^ with Jewelled gnldn and tips, the skittering rod of sixteen 
feet, tbe chumming rod, perch rod, black bau rod, and lutly tbe 
elennt fly rod for trout. 

A split bamboo of flrst-clau material, well made, wltb proper 
care should Iwt a Ufe-tlme. I have one that has seen 
eighteen Years of urn all over Oils section of country, and hu 
never needed repair. I would state that my best I never 
lend (I kup ub and lancewood ones expre^y for this purpou.) 

I propou to give some description of the spilt bamboo rod and 
tome account of their Inventor. 

The but bamboo, In fact the only kind worth cutting np, Is the 
clouded Calcutta cane. Tbe clouded appearance is formed by the 
burning off of little vlne-like branches growing from each 
knot or Joint; theu branches wind around tbe stalk tightly, and 
are so tough that burning Is tbe only practical method of removal. 
It Is very difflcult to get good bamboo, not one cane In a hun¬ 
dred Is fit to cut up. The best test Is to cut acrou grain wltb a 
sharp knife; If It leaves a smooth glouy surface, at Uart haif way 
through, and from the Inside you can pull off long, tough threads, 
your bamboo will p» for cutting. If It Is dry and brittle It is 
good for nothing. The thick or butt end only should be used. 
Four-strip rods when glued together are nearly square, tbe cor¬ 
ners are filed off to approximate roundnees. The six-strip when 
glued together Is hexagonal, and If Intended to be round 
only a small portion of tbe enamel has to be filed off. They are a 
great Improvement on the four-strip. 

Before cutting Into tbe bamboo get your ferrules, take them 
for each Joint, stand them on end on a piece of white paper, 
draw a line around outside wltb a pencil; If for six-strip divide 
the circumference Into six equal parts wltb a pair of compasses, 
then rule a line from point to point, so that they all meet in the 
center. The difference In size of ferrules will show the amount 
of taper required. For the butt draw a plan on paper of tbe 
swell of tbe hand hold; from this plan mark your bamboo clearly 
with a pencil, and saw It out; never attempt to split It for there 
may be Just enough twist In It to spoil your Joint. If you have 
grooved boards the size of each strip you can plane your strips 
quickly and accurately. If not, trust to Jack-knife and file, or 
use a piece of steel, with a V cut Into it tbe shape your strip 
should be, sharpen tels, and draw your s’Jip over It until reduced 
to tbe correct shape. In gluing your strips together much care 
must be taken; have tbe glue thin and boiling hot; work lo a 
warm room; spread with a brush the glue on tbe bamboo for 
about one foot, commencing at tbe thick end wind It tightly and 
closely with a fishing line, draw It very tight aa far as you have 
put on the glue, then proceed as before until you have wound ' 
your Joint. Now straighten your piece carefully snd lay It on a 
shelf for twenty-four hours. Finish off with a file and sand 
paper and It Is ready for the ferrules and silk lashings. Care 
must be taken In putting on the ferrules, so that tbe r^ will be 
straight. If you have made your Joints the size of the outside of 
the ferrules very little filing will make them fit on easily. The 
edges of tbe enamel of tbe strips to be glued together should be 
very sharp, and the surface to be glued perfectiy flat, then the 
Joints cannot be seen. 

I have thus hastily described tbe work of an amateur (not of 
tbe professional rod maker), because many like to make their 
own tackle, eon amort, which Is precisely my case, for I think 
there Is nothing saved by It, or not enough to pay for the 
trouble. 

Tbe Idea of the split bamboo waa taken from tbe English- 
built rod of several kinds of wood split and glue<l together. I 
am glad to learn that a complete assortment of Conroy’s rods will 
be sent to the Fish Congress at Berlin, by Professor Baird, 
among the United States exhibits, which, taken as a whole, will 
l^a credit to the country as tbe appropriation by Congress Is a 
IlMral one; the Smlthsonlau collection alone would do us credit. 

I predict that that collection of spill-bamboo rods will excite 
mure admiration than all other Implements there exhibited. 

The Inventor of the spilt bamboo rod Is Mr. E. A. Green, of 
Newark, N. J. Mr. Green Is a retired mechanic of large means, 
and an enthusiastic sportsman. He Is the Inventor of numerous 
appliances for tbe rod, rifle, and shot-gun, and Is a first-rate work¬ 
man. Tbe first rods that be made of split bamboo, be showed to 
Dr. Andrew Clerk and Mr. Conroy, who each expressed their 
approbation, and suggested that be should find a good mechanic 
to make some for sale, and Mr. Green persuad^ Mr. Charles 
F. Murphy to try tbe ezperimenL These rods, though then ex¬ 
tremely high priced, were eagerly purchased by tome of tbe 
most expert anglers, who appreciated their beauty, power and 
lightness. ^Murphy Is still making rods, and they have a reputa¬ 
tion all over tbe country as being perfectly satisfactory. Murphy 
Is a very contclentiont, careful workman, using only sound, well- 
seasoned bamboo, and spending more time on bis work than Is 
profitable, and consequently It poor. 

Mr. Green has done nothing for many years except take care 
of his lar^ property, and spending most of hla time hunting and 
fishing. He and his confrere, Samuel Strelt, go every Summer 
to Canada after salmon; they have had the lease of several rivers, 
and last season were on tbe Marguerite. There Is scarcely a 
hunting or fishing resort on this continent with which they are 
not familiar, and a pair of more expert fly-fishers It would be hard 
to find. Mr. Green Is getting along In years, but the zest for 
the sport Increases with tbe years. He still nses the rods for 
salmon and trout, which ha first made, and they have never 
needed repair. His flve-and-a-half-ounce trout rod Is the moat 
perfect I ever handled. May he enjoy bis sporting for many 
years to come. T. S. M.

It wUl be found t^t 
there 1* luet ceuae why he ahould Inherit thl* moat commendable 
Quellty In a setter. Most people who here glren greet attention 
to the aublect will agree that, for noee, there bp* never bwn taj- 
thlng to beet the eon* end daughter* (the letter pertleulerly) of 
LeTemck’s Old Dash end Moll, end aa we get on In aetter-breed- 
Ing thl* quellty I* eeen to tell according to tho amount of Dash 
end Moll blood to be found In a setter. It la like the road hunt¬ 
ing uuelltlo* of certain fox-hound etreln* that 1* kept In view at 
almoat every check hound* come to. If one In Lord Porta- 
mouth’a pack puU them right over a road. It 1* not »»« to 
four against Major blood coursing through the vein* of that 
hound, and the oldest huntsmen have memories brought back to 
them of forty year* or more when that extra bit of noee 1* shown 
upon which a run has depended. It U a particular quality thrt 
tells In generation* upon generations, and it la a capital qnaUty 
to take up aa a source of Improvement. 

It la more than probable, I have alwaya thought, that Darkle 
has more Dsafaand Moll blood In him than appear* on paper, at 
hts pedigree run* by Rhyl out of Dolly, by Reid’s 8am out of Mr. 
Panntleroy’t Snake, and then, according to record*, we moat 
come to a full etop, at Snake’s pedigree Is not traced, but abe 
originally belonged to a clergyman, I think, living near Moreton- 
In the-Marsh, and he used to buy puppies from Mr. Laverack a 
kennel. Tbe Inference Is that he t>oagbt Soeke, nndy If 60 » by 
the time at which she must have been bred the probablllUe* are 
that aba was by old Dash—certain Dash and Moll blood, how¬ 
ever, comes In through Reid’s Sam, by Daah, out of MoU, and 
more of old Daah comet In through Rhyl, whose mother w a a 
oure Laverack, namely, Mr. Pllklngton’a Cora, slater to Rock, 
Jock, Dash, Llll, etc., by Old Dash, out of LUl, by Laverack a 
Rock. Then the sire of Rhyl, champion Ranger, has Laverack 
blood In him through Quince II, but thia la not Daah and Moll 
blood, and the Summary of Darkle’s pedigree Is that he must In¬ 
herit two croasee to Old Dash, one to Old Moll, and he probably 
can claim more of tbe sort through his granddam, Suake. HI* 
sire, Rhyl, won a Held trial In Devon, and those who have shot 
over him consider that he waa one of the beat dog* that ever mn 
before a gun; but Rhyl Is a sire I Intend to descant upon In BM, 
so as to continue with hIs son Darkle. I must mention that the lat¬ 
ter, although not three years old until next July, haa been a very 
prominent field trial performer, as. coming out In 1878 In the 
P eld Trial Derby, when Just over ten months old, be came down 
In the first round with Mr. Llewellln’s Lofty, of whom he made a 
great example, as he went a deal faster, gallopped easier, and 
■bowed considerably more noee than hIs bigger opponent. It 
waa thought by Darkle’* performance In this tie that he would 
win the stake, and aa be polished off his opponent In the first 
tl a, and also In the second, he looked dangerous right up to 
the end, at he was amongst the last five left In, when an unlucl^ 
hare was more than the brief experience of hla youth could sUnd. 
However, the general opinion waa that he was the beat tetter 
puppy of the year, and that we should find him a clinking good 
dog for another aeaeon. Last year he came out In the All-aged 
Bukes at Cheater, but waa dead amiss, from kennel lameneas, 
and, although he settled an Irish setter In the first round. It waa 
teen that he was going In trouble, and he went down before hi* 
grandtire, Ranger, who, in tnrn, was beaten for first honor* by 
Count Wlnd’em. A much bigger field of aged dogs came to¬ 
gether at the Kennel Club trial* than at Cheater, for the atake 
Included the crack pointer* of the day,aa well aa tbe setter*.

a bee, and nothing wUl beat him to-day.’’ It so happened, alaov 
that It was Just Darkle’* day, for 1 should say It was the 
scenting day on which dog* ever contended for a field trial. The 
ground was hard and parched, and there was a nasty aide wind 
blowing, which bothered the dog* terribly. First of all, 
the beat pointer In England, Oarnet, went down before Darkly 
who won all the way 1^ extraordinary noee, and a sort of Intelli¬ 
gent atyle of going, which seemed to aay, “Well, other* may m^e 
a mUUke, but I won’t.’’ Then In the final tie for the stake. 
Rapid, another A I pointer, who on the previous day bad beaten 
Count Wlnd’em, had to succumb to Darkle, who showed e*^*' 
ordinary nose also In that trial, and by It be won tbe valuable 
Kennel Club All-aged Stake*. Going as freab aa a lion, he MW 
bad to enter the Hat for the Kennel Club Challenge Cup, and a 
tremendous long trial he had with Ranger, who bad to cry small 
hear to hla grandson for both speed and game finding propensi¬ 
ties. Darkle going wonderfully In thl* trial, and right through 
thl* tiring day he kept coming up heat after beat until tte 
shades of evening were falling, when victory was declared In Ms 
favor. A harder, gamer dog than Darkle showed himself to be 
on this occasion I expect haa never been teen, and It gave a 
good Illustration of hi* extraordinary noee. He belong* to tW 
good aportemen. Major Platte, of Oordlnog, near Bangor, and I 
believe Darkle'* fee U fixed at seven guineas, and popple* by

ference between a “ Gordon and an English setter,’’ but he doet 
know bow to speak tbe CruM; and the Cnioaoo Fieu> and Its 
thousands of reader* want that and oothlug else. Cen ue toy ae 
much for the other man, <eho is “om fait" on the dogt Mr. PenU 
circulated that bit of gossip quite extensively at the trials; of 
coarse It was not Intended to Injure Mr. G. I am compelled 
■gain lo coatradlet you. 1 confess to Just that extent of Igno¬ 
rance which limit* my knowledge of the Judges, prior to my 
arrival In New York City, to ouo mao; and I only know of him 
througb an advertisement In tbe sporting papers. 

I have requested tbe Judges to publish tbe records. I concede 
to no man tbe right to speak for them. You say "score* were 
made, and that one of tha Judges has his origi lal (what else 
should they bel) score-card* to this day.’’

Bessie sired by Banger II, grandsire .MacDona’s 
celebrated field trial winner old Ranger; of course she gets all 
her quality from her native dam. 8t. Elmo, sired by Prlde-of-lhe- 
Border. Is Pride of no account! Will Mr. Raymond enlighten 
us please! 

I know Heriberg's Jessie, and she Is a very different animal from 
that you describe her. Now Bessie and St. Elmo are sired by 
Imported dogs, and though I would call them (provided their 
dams be pure natives) half and half, with this difference, that In 
bench shows they would be compelled, according to former rules, 
to enter the Imported classes, and would be debarred from going 
Into the native classes. Hence If they are not natives, they must 
be classed among the Imported. Is that clear to you! You say 
the “ 'field editor’ admits having said he thought Raleigh and 
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Lorna were the winner* In the brace stakes.” lam pleased to 
find him standing by that admission, but am troubled to know 
bow be can reconcile that, with hla boast, “Glen and Ned bad a 
walk-over.”

There 
were four handler* In tbe brace stokes; Tallman, Haight, Bly- 
denburgh and myself. 

Haight and Tallman both said they thought I bad won honestly 
tbe first place, and It Is, perhaps, not going too far, to say, t^t 
handlers of dogs ** * vale, recognise fine work when they see^ 
and their opinions are entitled to some weight among sportsmen. 

Permit me In all sincerity to remind you. Captain, that many 
a man ha* suffered keenly by permitting bis name to be used as 
an accommodation by his friends (!), and to sdd, that In your 
ease, you may be spared tbe bitterness of saying, feelingly, from 
all lueh friends, “good Lord, deliver me.”

The tinme of Pike Co., Pa. 

Deer bsve not been so plenty for twenty-live yean as they are 
in Pike county this Fall. Once one of the best districts In the 
state for game and flsh, the county, during the past ten or Ilf teen 
years, baa been gradually depopulated of them by Indiscriminate 
banting and Ashing In and out of season, and with no regard to 
laws protecting them. Three yean ago local sportsmen, seeing 
that something must be done to give game and Ash complete pro¬ 
tection, If bunting and flsbingwen to remain as pastimes In the 
county, forced a game protective aseoclallon, through the iuflu- 
ence of which a new game law for the county was passed by the 
legislature. An Important provision In the law was the pro¬ 
hibition of deer-buntlng lo Pike county for a term.of three years, 
under heavy penalties for a violation of the law. This met with 
great opposition among bunten In the county, who bad mads 
deer-huntlog a business, and they threatened to pay no attention 
to the law, tome of them going to far as to declare that' bey 
would shoot any officer who attempted to enforce It. The game 
association, however, was composed of the most prominent men 
lo the county, who were greatly In earnest lo carrying out its 
plans. The pot banters soon found that the association was not 
to be trifled with, and the law bad to be respected. But the 
matter assumed political Importance. In the election of aasem bly- 
man In Pike oonoty. In 1878, the repeal of the game law was 
made the Issue by the backwoodsmen, and th^result proved that 
they l^w the mao they elected, for one of hie flrat acts In the 
legislature was to secure the repeal of the law prohibiting desr- 
huntlog In Pike county. The result of even the short respite the 
deer bad under the law Is such an Increase In their number that 
the wisdom of the protection la demorwtrsted. Another pro¬ 
hibitory danse lo the game law will be asked for by the assoda- 
Uop at the next session of the legislature, and the time vrill be 
extended to flve years. The deer-huntlng season opensd on 
October ISth, and hunters have bad sxdting sport ever since. 
Not a day has passed but the killing of a deer la beard of In one 
or the other of the different hunting districts. The grounds of 
Ihe Blooming Drove Park Assodatlon are In Ibis county, and 
eomprise 18,000 acres In the bast game region. Fifteen deer 
have been ktlled In the preserves of this assodatlon this Fall. 
The season Is now at Its height, but cloess next month. 

It la related as a singular fact, and as showing that the woods 
must be alive with deer, that at nearly the same spot, near MlUs- 
vllls, on the Honrsdale branch of the Kris railway, sight large 
dser have entered the Lackawaxen river this month. One of 
thrse, a large doe, sprang on the railroad track ahead of an ap¬ 
proaching passenger train, ran some distance ahead of It, and 
Oian Ise^ from a high ledge Into the river. It made a circuit 
In the water, and regained the railroad track In the rear of the 
'rile, where It was joined by a large buck, and the two ran to- 
gather along the track and Anally diawpeared In the woods, pnr- 
•uad by a p^y of railroad laborer* wllh their picks and sbovsls. 
& few days afterward a buck sntared the river near tbs reeldaoce 
nf -Ismas Rsnnera, at Millville. Mr. Hannera was working In his 
IM, and upon discovering the book, got his rifle and wounded 
In* deer, whieh started to go back across th* stream. Some 
nurhmen on tbs otherslde hallooed at the animal,and It stopped 
In the middle of the stream. Mr. Hanners took his ax ^m 
woodpll* and waded oat toward th* deer, which he could 
^ was badly wounded. Th* bach did not atempt l« escape. 
Inn welted with Its antlers lowered to recelv* the attack of It* 
"mmy. Whan Rsanei* got within three feet of It, th* dser 
'Msng el him, hnt a blow wllh the ax between tbs eye* knockad 


the back down, and another blow killed It. At the beginning of 
the season there ware seven deer Is a piece of woods lo the Mast 
Hop* district. All but one have been succassfully banted, a 
very large buck being the only one that escaped. This bnek. In 
company with a doe, were disimvsred by Samuel Tan Akin, tele¬ 
graph operator at Lackawaxen, a few day* sgo. Hs shot the 
doe, but his gun snapped on the buck and It got away. Early 
In the season bounds brought a buck from the moantelns right 
Into the village of Busbklll. In the lower part the county. It 
was cluued by half of the population of the place, and was 
Anally killed In the Delaware river, after upsetting a boat con¬ 
taining two boys and giving a long light to the hunter who 
" tacUisd " him In the river. The wo^ are now fllled with the 
camp* of hunters, and when the sportsmen return to the settle¬ 
ments more than the usual number of tales of exciting advent¬ 
ures with wounded bucks and bears are expected. Bears are re¬ 
ported more numerous this Fall than usual. Four bsve been 
killed In the Pi omissd Land district, one imar Porter's lake, two 
on the Poceno and two at High Knob. Toe largest one that hs* 
been captured In the county for many years was shot a week or 
so since In Promised Land woods, by Marcus N. B. Kellam, a 
noted Pike county hunter, who has killed hundreds of bears and 
deer 

While large game Is so plenty In tbl< region, there baa been a 
notable scarcity of small game. Partridgev, or rather ruffed 
grouse, were never known to be so scarce. Lsst season was a 
very successful grouse year, but It was noticed that In the neck of 
nearly every one that was killed there were from flve to flfteen 
wood-ticks deeply imbedded. The wood-tlek Is an Insect that 
attaches Itself to birds and animal*, and eats Its way Into their 
flesh. It 1* believed that this remarkable attack of wood-ticks 
on grouse last year Is one reason why the birds are so scarce this 
year. Then the nesting time, In the Spring, heavy forest Arcs 
spread over the best of the grouse-breeding places, and destroyed 
hundreds of nests. The bills are also overrun with foxes this 
year, and the grouse has no more destructive enemy than Rey¬ 
nard. He feeds on the bird from the egg until maturity, and as 
foxes are present In nonheastera Pennsylvania lo remarkably 
strong force this Fall, the disappearance of this favorite game 
bird may be In a great measure attributed to that fact. The 
foxes have also made rabbit and Canada hare hunting a thing of 
the past In Pike oonoty, where a few years sgo It wss the best of 
sport. A law authorizing counties to pay a bounty on fox scalps 
would go a good ways toward annihilating the sly pest. It Is a 
singular fact that across the Delaware river. In Sullivan county, 
N. Y., both grouse and rabbits are plenty this Fall, and another 
remarkable thing Is the scarcity of foxes there. Why there 
should be such a difference In these respects In two adjoining 
districts pussies the wiseacre'sportsmen of both counties.—New 
York Tima. 

How to Release Migratory Qualls. 

Bootos, Mass. 

Editor Cbicxoo Fibld: —In answer to the questions pro¬ 
pounded by your correspondent, H. C. E., In your Issue of Feb. 
‘81, I ray that migratory quail should be released In such a man¬ 
ner that they will not fly wildly away, but will remain in the 
vicinity of the spot select^ for them. 

They should be released near water, and In spots where there 
are open Helds and cover combined. They live and nest mostly 
lo the open country, their nest* being msde In tufts of grass, and 
generally near running water, when It can be found. The release 
should of course be n^e In such a locality that the birds can 
readily And means for subsistence and suitable nesting places. 
They appear, however, to adaptthemselvesvery readily to circum¬ 
stances, their teodeucy to pair off and nest at once, when released 
being very strong. 

The release should be made In the following manner: The 
birds should be put Into long envelope boxes. In batches of say a 
dozen lo each box. The box should have a door cut In one end 
of It, so arranged that It can be palled open by a long string 
attached to It. The box, with tb^blrds in It, should be carefully 
carried to the place of release and put upon the ground. Some 
seed should be scattered In front of the door. The owner should 
then retire, unwinding bis string as be goes, to a distance of st 
least flfty yards, and get out of sight behind shrubbery, or by 
lying flat on the ground. The birds Should be given a few 
minutes to recover from the fright arising from their transporta¬ 
tion. Then, If the door la quietly palled open by the long string 
(which runs from the door to the hand of the owner) the birds 
Hill generally step out one at a time, pick up the seed, flap their 
wings, bask In the sun, make love to each other, and Anally run 
off Into the shrubbery. The box should not be approached until 
the next day; and It Is better to leave near It a little stock of 
seed, upou which the birds can feed for a day or two If so 
Inclined. 

In answer to many Inquiries In reference to the latest time at 
which orders can be fllled, I say that It Is bettor to have all orders 
In by March 1, at the same time It Is putsibto that orders may be 
fllled as late as April 1. The flight at Messina continue* from the 
middle of March to the middle and sometimes to the last of 
April. The flights are uncertain, some large and some small. 
Hence It Is desirable to send orders early, to that abundant time 
may be given to Mr. Braun to And and purchase the birds. He 
reserve* Ihe right to return the money, lees cost of exchange. If 
he la pntble tp get the bird*.

Editor CniCAOo Field: —Ducks and geese have been coming 
from the South in considerable numbers the last tour days, but 
the Ice not being out of the sloughs, no good shooting can be 
found as yet, but the warm weather and south winds are fast wear¬ 
ing the Ice away, and to-day I learn that air boles are beginning 
to appear: The Hlssouri river broke up here on the and 
has broken up now as far up as Fort Randall, and if the warm 
weather continues we should soon have good duck shooting, but 
1 fear not as good as usual, as the dry weather last Fall, and 
scarcity of snow this Winter, has left all the small sloughs dry, 
and the water very low In the lakes and large sloughs. Qeeae 
have been feeding In the corn-flelds on the Mlssonri bottom In 
considerable numbers all Winter and a good many have been. 
brought to bag. Prairie chickens and quails have Wintered well, 
and prospects are good for spurt the coming Fall, providing our 
legislature dooe not murder our gtnu law, as 1 uuderstand there 
has been a bill presented at the present session to abolish all 
giMU thooUng, which we think should nut pass, and the sports¬ 
men of Iowa should see to It that no such absurd law be enacted. 
And here I would appeal to every sportsman of Influence to take 
steps In this matter Iwfure It 1* too late. Write to the members 
from your several districts and show them the absurdity of such 
a law, and try and get them to vote and work against It, If the 
sportsmen will take Interest enough In this matter and will move. 

It can bo killed, but If they do not stir In this matter, some of 
our flnesl sport la liable to be cut off. All thinking and observ¬ 
ing sportsmen—and many not sportsmen—know that such a law 
Is uncalled for, knowing that It Is the deep snows and bard iTln- 
tersthat annbllate the noble quails. Say they protect them 
against all shooting, etc., for flve years, lo three years they be¬ 
come very numerous, then the fourth Winter la a very bard one, 
with heavy snows; where Is the benefit of the protection for the 
three former yearsi And who has been benelted by Itl I ven¬ 
ture to predict this, that prov.dlng this law passe* there will be 
more quails killed than with the present law, for many sports¬ 
men that obey the law now will pot-hunt them whenever the 
chance offers, while now they will not do It. No, brother sports¬ 
men, give us a reasonable time to shoot these birds, with a close 
season, and sure punishment. If violated, and the better class of 
sportsmen will tiy and see that It Is obeyed. Sportsmen of 
Iowa, we appeal to yon, to look well toward your Interests.

The Unlversitj Boat Race. 

Nashville, Tenn. 

Editor Cbicaoo Field The two sporting eTenta which ex¬ 
cite tbe greatoat tntercat in England, and particularly hmoug 
Londouera, are tbe Uulverelty Boat Race and tbe Derby. It la 
on tbe occasion of either of theae that tbe Engllahm q’b enthual- 
aam for sport can be seen at its bigbeat. As the former named 
race Is to take place on the 30th of tbla month, perhaps my rec¬ 
ollections of It may interest some of tbe lovers of aquatic aports, 
who read tbe Chicaoo Field. The conteatanta are from among 
the atudente of the two great univeraltlct of Oxford and Cam¬ 
bridge. For yeara It has been the custom for a crew from each 
to meet on tbe Thames sometime In tbe month of March or 
April and make their trial of superiority of akill and endurance 
aa oarsmen. When the crews are elected they go regularly Into 
training under skilled trainers, and aa they are physically as fine 
men aa tbe country can produce and are gentlemen by birth, 
stimnlated by that legitimate rivalry w dch exists between the 
two Instlluttona, there Is no question of tbe falrneea of the race, 
and Its excellence as an exhibition of akill. After tremendoua 
labor and privations, the men generally come to London from 
tbeir respective places of training and put on the finishing 
touckee, and tborougbly acquaint tbemaelvee with the water In 
which they are to d' clde the conteaL Although cloaely watched 
by tbe fouls of the book-makers and t'ettlng men from tbe com¬ 
mencement of their training, Ills not until the last named period 
that tbe great metropolis becomes sronaed to the fact that the 
great race la near at band. Fr <m then on, each time either crew 
la out for work, thonsands of entbusiaata line both hanks of tbe 
river to wa'eh each stroke made, and t e London papers have a 
dally record if the proceedi gs which are eagerly looked for and 
read by those who do not personally attend the trials. 

At last tbe time arrived, the hour of tbe race has to be fixed 
according to the condition of tbe tide; buL whether it Is late or 
early, the eve of the event la the algnal for an activity among 
thoae who Intend to attend, that would strike tbe attention of a 
stranger who might be Ignorant of what waa going to take place. 

'The stretch of river where the race la rowed lies between Put¬ 
ney and Montlake, a distance of about four nitlea and a half, and 
where tbe river la pretty nearly straight. Toward this point 
every one seems destined. Tbe masses being too poor to take 
train, vehicle or boat, hence they have to foot it. Not only do 
many of them go there to enjoy the day and aport, hut to pick 
up a few “ bobA" Hucksters, acrobats, jugglers, orgau-grlnders, 
■ud pIrk-pockeU are among tbe pedestrian 
class; theae are on the road by midnight so aa to be on band the 
first In tbe morning. Along tbe tow path, on both sides of tbe 
river, by tbe dawn of the race-day, are established Innumerable 
side shows, all manner of games, booths for the rale of pies, 
fruit, gtuger beer, ice cream, coffee, and everything In the eating 
Hue; the acrobats are at work, as are also tbe organ-grinders, 
and, In fact, Hll the trades by which a few pennies can be earned. 
Every one wears the colors of one or other of tbe conlesllng 
crews, and with a landable amount of energy tbe tradesmen of 
tbe city get np for sale badges, some of which are beautiful and 
tasteful of design, and to snlt in color tbe partlxans of either side. 

old men and women, sell them along tbe road as 
well, they varying In price from a penny to half a crown. All 
sorts of practical jokes were good-bnmoredly played; natch- 
barkt, KtuUd tqnirtt lo throw spray Into tbe faces of passers-by, 
were among tbe commonest; nobody took offense. Tbe jargon 
of voices reminded me of what mnat have been at the Tower of 
Babel. One greasy-Iooking Individual was crying out at the top 
of bis voice “ 'Ere Is yer chance to get rich I •' I looked at bla 
game, which couslated of a circular Ubie divided Into four tri¬ 
angles, upon each of which wae painted tbe name of a great race- 
hors, such as Bine Gown, Oltdlatenr, Hermit, and'Doucaster; on 
a pivot above waa an Iron arrow, which revolved, and upon what¬ 
ever triangle the Index stopped, that was the winner 
He said (as sn Indncement to customers), “A mao von a hun¬ 
dred pun hoff me last week." Another favorite game I noticed 
was “cocksbie and cocoanoL” Here waa a fellow selling root 
beer; on bla sign was “The Prince of Vales always buys 'Is beer 
’ere." I might cite hundreds of other characters who wore aid¬ 
ing to keep up thi# Incessant howl. Women bad their dresses 
nearly torn on their backs, and no one was safe who bad valua¬ 
bles about him, from the expert pick-pockets, who were reaping 
their harvest. 

Such were some of the scenes whic I saw at Putney before 
and after tbe race. By far the most beautiful and enjoyable part of 
the day was my trip to the race on the boat allotted to the Kntghu 
of (As Ptneil, who had the necessary credentials to get Into the 
party. This boat and tbe one with tbe judges and a few select 
guests on board were the only two allowed In follow close up to 
the races. Our boat left the pier at Charixg Crvu at twelve 
o’clock; the race was to come off between three and four. There 
must have been on hoard at least fifty reprcaentatlves of tbe 
press, besides a few who managed to pass as such. It was amua- 
log to note tbe different (tylea of men among tbe parly. Eng¬ 
lish reporters of the better class of journals are a very dignified 
lot, and what they want In actual dignity they make up In pom¬ 
posity. As I was unknown to the London fraternity of quiU 
driaera, I was cloaely rcrutinixed, particularly by one young 
“cad," who wore a moat gorgeous dark blue acarf with a pin 
represenUng an oar stuck In It, but whose Hnsnees dwindled 
sppsrently when be came to his shirt, for tbe collar and cuffs of 
that useful garment, If be actually bad tbe rest of It on, were 
made of highly glaxed paper. Another rather amusing Individ¬ 
ual was a Frenchman; ba waa gotten up In regular hunting style. 
Jack txfoko and breecbet, with a uaUy little velvet jockey cap, and 
a huge field glaaa awnng arouud hla neck; If note books sro any 
evidence, he waa a reporter; bla was large enough for a ledger In 
an ordinary bualneas bouse. . He spoke but little English, and 
seemed uniequetutcd with sporting metiers, hence the necessity 
for soras most ridiculous attempts to produce tbe desired effect. 
Pnuclually we were off st twelve; the sail from London to Put¬ 
ney it very Interesting on account of tbe many splendid build- 
logs which line the shores of the river. Psssitig uuder West- 
mlnsUr bridge, we hsve the Psrllsroent House ou tbe right, end 
Bt Tbomss’ Hospital on tbe left, s little further on end the Im- 
meose pile of Mlllbsnk Prison Is on one side sod the lovely Bai- 
***■*• Park on the other; then comes Hammersmith, and a little 
fnrther on Pntoey bridge. 

_ ^ are tbontaoils who cannot attend, tbeee bridges rep¬ 
resent one living msae of curious people watching tbe ionomers- 
bis craft of all kinds from the tiny esooe to the greet tteamere, 
OT thMi way to tbe race. These actoally cover the surface of tbe 
rlTer tbe whole dIsUoce. At Pntoey our boat stopped and I 
Ume to TO on shore; there were yet a couple of hours before 
the start. I followed some of tbe moct knowing looking of my 
rm/Mgnoiw dt noftogt. snd In a few mlnuies found myself at tbe 
“ 8 'ar and Garter " uvern, I' e Usadquerleni of the Uxford i; ew. . 
Bach excitement I never before saw; everybody aroond there waa 
tor Oxford, no disputes, hot st the fev« heal of feeling, a few 
nneompllmcntary remarks shoot tbe (lark bluet would hare toon 
had tbe reward of a bnockdown.

many hou»es, made up a moot brilliant apectacle. •“ * 
crowd, everybody eeemed Intent upon enjoyment, and the pw 
fellow who waa sipping his pint of porter at tw^prace, »PP^ 
as happy as the nnAoh In the Uvem over hi* port at a^lnea the 
botUe. No rowdyism, fighting or any unslghUy conduct. The 
Dollce were Ihere In force* both on the land end water, and the 
Older they malnUlned, not only reflected grert credit upon them, 
but particularly the masse* of people w^ h^ congregated for 
the purpose of amusing themaelve*. The river from Putney 
bddse to Mortlake paaaea through one of the moet charming 

scenes 1 ever wllnesaed; along the shore* are *omeele|^t MunUy 

seats, villas and cotUges with their besutlful grounds, all al ve 
with the wealth and fashion of London, every window represented 
a bouquet of human beiuty, with countenance* flushed with ei- 
cltemenL at the surrounding* and the coming event. Orders 
bad been Issued by the anthorltle* to clear the river between the 
two above named points, and not even a canoe was to be seen 

^^At last the hour came for the start, and soon the Oxfords 
appeared In their beauUful long narrow boa^ »mld*t d^***'^ 
Hurra a! from the throats of all parties; 

the Cambridge crew In a boat very almllar to the Oxford* ; with 
them came additional cheer* as I believe only Britisher* capable 
of giving. Certainly, no liner looking set of 
ever my lot to see before, the perfect picture of health, with 
muscles developed to the highest degree by aeveral rnonths of 
bard training and careful diet, they looked ^nal to any 
emergency. It would Indeed have been a line Judge who oo^d 
have from appearances alone chosen the winner; but the Oxfords 
bad the presUge; beside* having won the choice of pOalUon, they 
bad been the victor* In a majority of the past races; these had 
great weight, and placed them favorite* In the betting at two and 
even three to one before the sUrt. Thl* was easily effected, and 
away they went at lightning speed, making thirty-two stroke* at 
the start. Oar boat ran iJong side by side with the other prlfl- 
leged one at about fifty yarda to the rear of the races. AlUough 
not an oarsmau, and never havtog seen a skulling race bcfor<^ 1 | 
caught the contagion of excitement to such a degree that hut for , 
the kindness of au old reporter on board, my Individual uot« | 
would not have been worth much. For fouraod a half miles did ; 
those men try for eupremscy, at no time more than a lenj^ s 
difference between them, and on either side of themade^ 
masa of people cheering and hurrahing; first shouting out Oxford, 
then Cambridge, waving handkerchiefs and making other en¬ 
couraging signs, until my mind was fairly bewildered; now they 
croe^rom one side of the river to the other to »vold currents, 
then they shoot under Bernes' bridge, end st Isst In the straight 
stretch to Mortlake, distant about * mile, they put on an »ddl- 
tlon»l spurt, and I heard the cry of “ Cambridge ahead 1” What 
work I Forty strokes to the minnte, and as steady ss a ateam 
engine, Oxford rallies and mskes one desperate effort, but tbU 
time St least to no purpose, for Cambridge I* declared the winner 
by three or four lengths. 

It was now the moet exciting scene I ever ssw, the people 
eeemed mad, such cheering, snch f.anUc geetlcnlatlons, and en- 
thnsiaem as to really frighten an uninitiated. The Oxford crew, 
as they turned and rowed down the river, met with great evl- 
dencea of sympathy from the crowd, but they looked dejected 
and care-worn. Just the reveres with Cambridge, flushed with 
victory that showed upon their face# how amply their labor* had 
been rewarded, and could the mob have reached them, I believe 
the boat and all wouM have been carried along on the heads of 
the sarong mass. The return to town was as exdUng almoat 
as the above scene*. At every turn.thequeetlon of “who won” wa* 
asked. Light blue ribbons (Cambridge colors) were on every 
bosom and In every button-hole, and from the pot-house to the 
nothing could bo beard but talk shout the race. In true 
sportsmsu's style the two crews dined together that evening at 
the “ Criterion,” and st night visited the Alhambra, which was 
packed from pit to dome aa soon ss the visit wss made known. 
Two lioxcB had been reserved for the young geutlemen and their 
friends; as they walked In simultaneously the play slopped, the 
orchestra played “BriUnnla Rule* the Wave.” while the house 
trembled from the voclferou* applause aud hurrahs, first for Cam¬ 
bridge and afterward for Oxford. Not mear so much money 
changes baud* on thl* race as the Derby or many others In En¬ 
gland, but still the amount must have been enormous, as every 
one beU on It. Such a day or crowd I never expect to enjoy 
again, and only wish I could have convoyed In the above line* 
more of the sensjtloosl actually felt, thau I have been able to do.
